Majesty’s land and sea forces in the Leeward and Windward 
_Charibbee Islands. " 
. Head-Quarters, Paramaribo, 
Sir, ‘ , August 23-1799. 
Ir affords me very particular fatisfaétion to have the 
honour of acquainting you, that the colony of Suri- 
nam furrendered to his Majelty the zoth inftant; and 
that the Britifh troops took ‘poffeffion of Fort New Am- 
fterdam, the principal fortrefs, on the following day.. 
On receiving your inftruétions of the 14th of June by 
Lord Hugh Seymour, I loft no time in making fuch 
arrangements as were neceflary for colleéting troops from 
Grenada and St Lucia, which, with thofe 1: propofed 
taking from Martinique; would complete the number 
directed to be employed in the reduction of this fettle- 
ment. 
The Admiral conceiving it advifable to difpatch Cap- 
tain Ekins in the Amphitrite to examine this coalt, and 
prevent any veflels getting in with intelligence, it afford- 
ed me an opportunity of fending Lieutenant-Colonel 
Shipley, commanding engineer, to make fuch obferva- 
tions as might be ufeful-on the occafion. ° 
The troops being affeimbled at Fort Royal, embarked 
the zoth of laft month on’board the different thips ap. 
pointed to reteive them, and the {quadron, conlilling of 
two line of battle thips and-five frigates, with fome {mall 
craft carrying {tores and’ provifions, put to fea on the 
31ft ultimo. eo 
On the 11th of this month we made the coaft to wind- 
ward of the River Surinam, and fell in with the Am: 


tinique for the purpofe I have already mentioned. She 
was afterwards on the 12th, and again on the 14th, ot- 
dered to reconnoitre the coaft, and afcertain with pre- 
cifion the ftrength of the poft at. Bram’s Point, which 
defends the entrance of the river. This fervice was 
executed by Lieutenant-Colonel Shipley with great zeal 
and judgment ; and, had it been-neceflary to effe& a 
landing, his obfervations would have proved of the molt 
effential fervice. 

Captain Ekins of the Amphitrite, and Lieutenant 
Senhoufe commanding the Requin, were generally em- 
ployed as parties of obfervation, and have great merit 
for the zeal and activity which they evinced in the exe- 
a of the fatiguing and arduous duty entrufted to 
them. 

The fquadron ftood in towards Surinam on the 16th 
inftant, aad came toanchor off the mouth of thé river 
that afternoon, when it was agreed between Lord 
Hugh Seymour and myfelf to fummon the colony to fur- 
render, which was accordingly done in the evening.

fider the propofals, his anfwer was not received till the 
18th, which was delivered by a deputation from the 
colony, compofed of fomie niilitary officers and gentle- 
men, inhabitants of the fettlement, who were empower- 
ed to treat with us generally on the terms propofed, but 
not authorized to conclude the captitulation finally, the 
ratification of the feveral articles being referved for the 
Governor. 

It being impoffible, from the thallownefs .of the wa- 
tet, to proceed up the river with the line of battle fhips, 
a difpotion was made on the morning of the igth to 
remove the troops from the Prince of Wales and Invin- 
cible to the fimall craft, which was immediately effected ; 
when they, with four frigates, (the Admiral and my- 
{elf being in One of them,) got under weigh, and in the 
afternoon anchored two miles above the entrance of the 
river. A detachment of the 6oth regiment was then 
landed, and took poffeflion of the redoubts and battery 
at Bram’s Point, called Peit Keyn, which had been 
previoufly abandoned. 

Inthe fituation now defcribed, the {quadron conti- 
nued till the night of the aoth inftant, when the capi- 
tulation was returned finally ratified and confirmed by 
the Governor, which enabled us to proceed on the fol- 
lowing day with the fhips and fimall craft lying’ within 
the river, to Fort New Amifterdam, which was then 
taken poifleflion of by 400 men of the 5th battalion of 
the 6oth, under the command of Major Dorfner, the 
acting Adjutant-General, Major Thomas having alfo 
landed with this detachment. 

The garrifon of Fort New Amfterdam confifted of 
about 750 meh, 500 of whom were the Walloon guards, 
avd 250 Dutch troops, who were allowed to march 
out with the honours of war. 

On‘the 22d inftant, the redoubt Leyden, and bat- 
tery Friderici, the redoubt and battery amtens, fort 


| Zeelandia, and the town of Paramaribo, the capital of 


this fettlement, were taken poflefion of by the Britifh 
troops in his Majefty’s name. , 

“It became impoflible from the diftance of the river 
Marawina aod Saramaca, to take immediate poffeilion 
of the feveral pofts thereon fituated, but the troops 
who formerly occupied them having fince entered: into 
his Majefty’s fervice, now ‘hold them for the British 
Government, 

I am very happy to be enabled to add, that the 
troops found’in this colony, as well as the inhabitants, 
evince the utmolt fatisfaction, and appear perfectly con- 
ented and happy in the change that has taken place. 

T/have alfo great pleafure in acquainting you that our 
troops landed in perfect health, which isin a great mea- 
fure to be attributed to the attention they received from 
the navy whilft on board fhip. 

My knowledge of the officers and men employed on 
this expedition warrants me in faying, that, had there 
been accafion for greater exertions than were found ne- 
ceflary, his Majefty would have had every reafon to be 
fatsfied with theit fervices ; as it is, many mutt be con- 
tent to have their merits unknown till fome more trying 
occafion fhall prefent itfelf ; for on this we mult acknow- 
Lledge, that the acquifition of this valuable colony is to 
be attributed to the fenfe entertained by the people of 
the advantage of having the exercife of their religion, 
the execution of their laws, and the enjoyment of their 
property fecured by the Britith Government, added to 
the abhorrence’ in which they have long held French 
principles and French opprefhon, rather than to the ef- 
feét of our exertions or the dread of our force.—From 
thefe caufes 1 am perfuaded his Majefty will find the in- 
habitants Joyal fubjects, and the military who enter in- 
to his fervice faithful fervants. 

I am particularly indebted to Vice-Admiral Lord 
Hugh Seymour for his cordial co-operation during the 
whole of this undertaking, and have great pleafure in 
acknowledging my obligations to the navy in general. 

In the various arrangements fince my arrival in the 
Welt Indies, on this and every other occafion, I have 
derived very effential affiftance from the knowledge and 
experience of Major ‘T'homas, the aéting Adjutant-Ge- 
neral, acquired by his having ferved the greater part of 
the laft and prefent wars in this country. 

Lnclofed I have the honour to tranfmit to you a re- 
turn of the ordnance found in the feveral forts and bat- 
teries.

you fuch further information as may be required relative 
to the furrender of this colony.
